M&S ‘to quit town’ 
if move is rejected 


MARKS & Spencer could quit 
Harlow completely if plans to 
open a Simply Food store at an 
out-of-town retail park are 
rejected by Harlow Council. 

The retailer is seeking permission 
to convert a former electronics store 
next to Cineworld at the Queensgate 
Centre in Edinburgh Way to one that 
will allow the sale of food, drink and 
other goods. 

But, a report to Harlow Council’s 
development committee, who were 
to make a decision last night after 
the Star went to press, recommends 
the plans be rejected on the grounds 
that the new store would take trade 
away from the town centre. 

The report states: “It is considered 
that there are available, suitable and 
viable sequentially preferable alter¬ 
native locations for development in 
Harlow town centre.” 

In a letter to the council, a repre¬ 
sentative for M&S said: “Finally, if 
M&S cannot relocate to a Simply 
Food store, the alternative cannot 
be assumed to be a continuation of 
the existing town centre store. If

relocation is not possible, M&S will 
open consultation with employee 
representatives on a proposal to 
close the existing Harlow store.” 

The company says staff have been 
notified of this decision and 
although the council would like the 
firm to stay it says decision are taken 
based on “our knowledge and expe¬ 
rience trading in Harlow”. 

Since 2006/7 total store turnover 
has declined in real terms by 30 per 
cent and turnover on food has 
declined by 39 per cent. 

M&S say “very many Harlow resi¬ 
dents” choose to visit their store at 
the Brookfield Centre in Cheshunt 
because of its size and accessibility. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon held a 
meeting with representatives from 
M&S at the House of Commons on 
Monday (October 20). 

He said his priority was the 50 jobs 
at risk if permission is not granted 
for a new store. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 


Halfon said: “Let me get one thing 
clear: I would love Marks & Spencer 
to remain in the Broad Walk/Harvey 
Centre. 

“I recognise its historic association 
with our town and also its value to 
residents and employees. I know 
that if the store moves, it will poten¬ 
tially impact on the successful 
regeneration of our town centre. 

“Marks & Spencer has made a 
commercial decision to move to 
Edinburgh Way, in part of the old PC 
World Store. 

“Most importantly, 50 jobs will be 
preserved that could otherwise be 
lost if the store closes. 

“Marks and Spencer have said to 
me that if the council refuse plan¬ 
ning permission on Wednesday 
evening, it is likely that they will still 
close the Broadwalk Store with fifty 
jobs at risk. They may leave Harlow 
completely.” 

In a letter from the landlords of 
Queensgate Property, they confirm 
that it is unlikely they will appeal if

Plans unveiled for 
market expansion 


AN additional 16 to 18 pitches will 
be joining the town’s market as part 
of plans to improve the area by 
Harlow Council. 

The authority unveiled plans to 
“improve the viability of the town’s 
market and town centre” at a meet¬ 
ing on Thursday. They hope the 
plans will encourage more traders to 
come to the area. 

From November the existing mar¬ 
ket, which will be celebrate its 60th 
anniversary in 2016, will expand into 
Broad Walk. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enter¬ 
prise, said: “The market has been in 
Harlow for more than 58 years and is 
an important part of our town cen¬ 
tre. 

“There is a perception that the 
council doesn’t support the market 
but this couldn’t be further from the 
truth. 

“We have been working hard to 
look at how we can improve the mar¬ 
ket and the choice for residents and 
help make it a more viable business 
for traders.” 

According to documents released 
by the council, the pitches would 
run right up to Little Walk and would

be placed around existing benches 
and walls. 

The free trading period incentive 
for new market traders will be 
extended from six trading days to 
three months and the market will 
now operate on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

It will not open on a Thursday, fol¬ 
lowing research by the local author¬ 
ity that highlighted the day as hav¬ 
ing a low number of traders. 

The changes will be trialled for six 
months. 

Cllr Durcan added: “The proposed 
plans will give the council a chance 
to try some new things and then 
review what has worked as options 
for the future of the market are 
explored. 

“A vibrant market expanded in a 
busier part of the town centre could 
be just what the town and the town 
centre needs.” 

Licensing approval will be needed 
for the expansion of the market into 
Broad Walk. 

Now that Harlow Council have 
agreed to the expansion, the statu¬ 


tory licensing approval process has 
started for trading at the north end 
of Broad Walk. 

The process will include a two- 
week public consultation and will 
then be either approved or rejected 
by the licensing sub-committee. 

In a report to support the applica¬ 
tion to expand the market, the coun¬ 
cil explain that it has been difficult 
to attract new traders to the area. 

The report said: “Harlow market 
has seen a large decline in terms of 
traders and footfall. This is reflective 
of not only a general decline of activ¬ 
ity within this area, but radical 
changes in the retail environment 
and how people are shopping; this 
has resulted in market traders being 
lost in the expanse of the Market 
Square. 

“Even though Harlow Council has 
been working towards supporting 
an improved and sustainable mar¬ 
ket, it has proved extremely difficult 
to attract new traders. 

“A number of improvements have 
been made...however, these changes 
have made little to no improvement 
to the market, which is currently 
operating below capacity and at a 
financial loss.”

I would like to hear from an 
independent representative 

SIR Before I start, I want to make some 
things clear from the outset. 

I don’t like the traveller situation in 
Harlow any more than anyone else. I hate 
seeing the mess that it generates, and I 
resent paying my council tax as a result - 
even though I know that not all of it goes to 
the council. 

This situation affects everyone - it doesn’t 
matter which political party you support, 
we are all in the same boat. I do not work for 
the council, nor am I a councillor. 

I have seen a lot of haranguing of the 
council on social media recently, along with 
comments relating to residents not paying 
their council tax because they resent the 
taxpayer footing the bill for the clear-up. 

I have also seen comments relating to the 
travellers that are, at best, unpleasant, and 
at worst are downright abusive, bordering 
on unacceptable limits for social media. 

I have seen people declare that they will 
be changing their political allegiance at the 
next elections away from the main parties 
in the town (Labour and Conservative) and 
will turn increasingly to UKIP purely on the 
basis of the traveller situation within the 
town. 

The council have stated clearly on many 
occasions that they are taking all the legal 
actions that are appropriate to deal with the 
situation.

SIR We should all read the letter from 
Roy Adams (“Garage tenant was refused 
help when blocked by car”, Star, October 
9) very carefully and then cast our 
minds back over recent months to recall 
the stream of letters regarding Harlow 
Council’s attitude towards parking in the 
town. 

Perhaps the most telling observation 
is the fact that despite the gravity of the 
comments made there has not been one 
response from the council. 

The conclusion has to be that either 
nobody is in charge or whoever is should 
be fired. 

Mr Adams’ letter just about sums up the 
incompetence. We shouldn’t be surprised 
the council could not help one of its own 
garage tenants when she was faced with 
anti-social parking. 

It just about sums up the attitude of 
a council quick to collect its dues but 
incapable of raising the corporate or 
moral energy to keep its part of the 
bargain. 

It is just another example of a rudderless 
parking/traffic management set-up 
that apparently tolerates parking on 
pavements, grass verges, garage bases and 
disabled access ramps. 

A message to whoever is being paid by 
us to manage parking in Harlow - we 
need some explanations and an end to 
the inertia that has made many of our 
roads and pavements health and safety 
minefields.

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Free bike repair for cyclist who was impaled on brake lever 


A CYCLIST from Harlow who 
became impaled on the brake lever 
of her bike in a freak accident in 
Bishop’s Stortford has had her 
equipment repaired for free. 

Hub + Spoke, in Corner Meadow, 
Harlow, offered to fix the damage at 
no cost to Celina Jacques. 

The 27-year-old was training for a 
100-mile charity fundraising ride, 
from Bishop’s Stortford to London 
and back, when the accident 
happened. 

Doctors said she had come within 
an inch of severing her femoral 
artery. 

“My recovery has been gradual 
but quicker than the doctors 
expected,” said Celina. “It’s still not 
fully healed muscle-wise - it has 
been three months and I’m still 
working on the strength in my leg - 
but certainly getting better.” 

The accident happened in July, 
just three to four minutes after 
setting off on a daily training ride, in 
Rye Street, Bishop’s Stortford. 

Celina, of Fifth Avenue, Harlow, 


panicked after realising that an 
oncoming vehicle was closer than 
she had originally thought. 

Her bike clipped the curb and 
crashed into stinging nettles, 
leaving her right leg stuck 
underneath the bike and her left 
impaled on a brake lever. 

Hub + Spoke had to replace the 
handlebars, the gear handles and 
the brake cables. 

“I would like to thank Hub + 

Spoke for their generosity in fixing 
my bike for me, free of charge, after 
my accident,” said Celina. 

“They have really helped me to be 
inspired enough to endeavour to get 
back on my bike as soon as 
possible.” 

Celina had been planning to do 
the charity bike ride with friend 
Bonnie Bell. 

The challenge was in memory of 
relatives lost to cancer and in aid of 
Cancer Research UK. 

Bonnie, from Rye Street, 
completed the ride with her 
husband, Martin, raising £700.

A CANDLELIGHT protest will be held 
in Harlow as part of Labour parlia¬ 
mentary hopeful Suzy Stride’s cam¬ 
paign against the streetlight switch 
off. 

To coincide with British Summer 
Time coming to an end, Ms Stride will 
be organising the event on Saturday 
to protest against Essex County 
Council’s decision to turn off street¬ 
lights in Harlow. 

Ms Stride said: “It is shocking how 
many people bring up streetlights as 
well as other local issues. 

“The candlelight vigil will be held 
this weekend as the clocks are going 
back and nights are getting darker. 

“We want this to bring people 
together across the community and 
say to the Conservatives at Essex 
County Council ‘this is not okay’. We 
want our streetlights turned back on.” 

The part-night lighting scheme 
started in Harlow in March this year. 

The scheme, which was introduced 
by ECC as a money-saving initiative, 
means streetlights are turned off for 
five hours each night from 12-5am. 

Streetlights in the town centre, key 
road junctions and roads notorious 
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for accidents have been excluded 
from the scheme. 

A bid by Labour to switch the town’s 
streetlights back on was rejected by 
County Hall in the summer. 

The motion, which was put forward 
by Labour councillors, urged the 
scheme to be scrapped at least until 
residents were consulted and safety 
concerns addressed. The motion was 
defeated by 38 votes to 36 in July. 

Ms Stride, who has been running a 
petition about the scheme, said: “The 
petition has been really successful. 

“When we are campaigning on the 
doors, nine out of ten people we speak 
to bring up streetlights which is why 
we are holding the [candlelight] event 
and why we are trying to think of 
more ways to make residents’ voices 
heard because people in Harlow are 
concerned. 

“I have a lot of people tell me about 
their mums, dads, brothers and sis¬ 
ters walking in the dark after a night 
shift and not feeling safe. 

“People have the right to feel safe. It 


is the Tories that have switched the 
lights off and we want them back on.” 

An Essex County Council spokes¬ 
man said: “Since the roll-out began 
there has been no evidence suggest¬ 
ing that part night lighting (PNL) has 
had any adverse impact on crime. 

“In fact, according to figures in an 
Essex Police report in May, there was 
actually a seven per cent reduction in 
the number of crime incidents record¬ 
ed in the 30/60 day periods after the 
implementation of PNL compared to 
the 30/60 day periods before. 

“Equally, we are unaware of any 
issues in Harlow since the programme 
began. We will, however, continue to 
respond to requests from the emer¬ 
gency services if there are areas which 
they believe should be exempt. 

“We stand by our decision on PNL, 
which was introduced to generate 
savings of more than £1 million a 
year, as well as help significantly 
reduce carbon emissions.” 

The event will be held in Potter 
Street at 6.30pm on the main path¬ 
way. Residents are asked to meet the 
group on Potter Street by the turning 
to Oaklands Drive.

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Tougher rules for 
landlords in bid to 
drive up standards 


LANDLORDS will face tighter rules for 
houses in multiple occupation (HMO) in a 
bid to drive up standards. 

Harlow Council agreed the changes to 
help reduce anti-social behaviour and 
improve living conditions. 

Landlords will now be required to meet 
council-imposed rules as well as those 
from the government for five years, from 
April 1 next year. 

Former council leader Mark Wilkinson 
welcomed the proposals. 

He said: “I am sure there are landlords out 
there that strive to provide quality housing 
and I am sure responsible landlords will 
welcome this. 

“Certainly some of the issues tonight are 
about the other side of the coin, sometimes 
there are not responsible landlords in this 
town and we need to address those kinds of 
items.” 

Cllr Wilkinson described the plans as a 
“living document”, which can be changed 
and adapted when necessary. 

Leader of the opposition Andrew Johnson 
said: “This item has been bouncing around 
the council for a couple of years. It had full 
support from all political parties, and con- 
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tinues to have full support. 

“There is a situation in the town that is 
growing out of control, all sides of this 
chamber recognise that. We all want to see 
decent tenancies and decent occupations. 

“What we are saying is that any houses 
that are being used for multiple occupation 
are doing so responsibly, safely and giving 
the tenants of those properties a reasonable 
lifestyle.” 

Councillors also spoke of dealing with 
overcrowding and improving standards. 

Councillor Emma Toal said in a council 
surgery she had heard of 15 residents living 
in a three-bedroom house. 

Councillor Simon Carter, who works with 
homeless charity Streets2Homes, said: 
“With my Streets2Homes hat on, houses of 
multiple occupation are an essential part of 
the town’s housing supply so that we have 
the opportunity to get people that are rough 
sleeping eventually into accommodation.” 

Cllr Bill Pryor added: “It is nice to see 
cross party agreement on the policy that 
has been put forward.”

Paralympian Anne picks 
up honour from Princess 


A HARLOW paralympian has said 
she was honoured to receive her 
MBE - but that it has not sunk in yet. 

Anne Wafula-Strike, of Willowfield, 
was presented with her MBE by 
Princess Anne for her services to dis¬ 
ability sport as well as her charity 
work for various good causes. 

The mother-of-one, who received 
her award last week, said: “I felt very 
honoured and privileged to receive 
my MBE. 

“It means a lot to me. It still hasn’t 
sunk in, but all I can say is it was one 
of the most memorable days of my 
life.” 

Anne received her MBE award at 
Buckingham Palace and brought her 
family along for support. 

“We travelled to the palace togeth¬ 
er,” she said. 

“There was my husband Norman, 
my son Tim, my sister Irene and my 
sponsor Sir Emeka Offor. 

“I was really excited as we entered 
the Palace and I had to go to a sepa¬ 
rate room while my guests were seat¬ 
ed in the ballroom.” 

Mrs Wafula-Strike added: 
“Everyone was so kind and welcom¬ 
ing and I waited my turn to receive 
my MBE from Princess Anne.” 

The paralympian, who started 
wheelchair racing in 2002, was the 
first ever person from east Africa to 
compete in the Paralympic Games in 
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Athens in 2004. 

She won three gold medals at British 
Disability Sports Events and made 
her GB debut at the 2006 Visa 
Paralympic World Cup. 

She also won three gold medals at 
the DSE Championships in 
Manchester and was a member of the 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
team competing at the Assen 2006 
International Paralympic Committee 
Athletics World Championships. 

Mrs Wafula-Strike also works with 
various charities including AbleChild 
Africa, Action on Disability and 
Development and The British Polio 
Fellowship. In 2010 she launched the 
charity Disabled Empowerment 
Association, which aims to empower 
people with a disability through edu¬ 
cational opportunities. 

This week, Mrs Wafula-Strike 
joined The British Polio Fellowship to 
mark this year’s Post Polio Syndrome 
(PPS) day at the House of Commons. 

The event also marked the charity’s 
75th anniversary and was hosted by 
MP Andrew Love. 

Guests included the Harlow resi¬ 
dent as well as fellow paralympian 
lames Crisp, a swimmer, and QVC 
presenter and author lulia Roberts.

Pledge issued to help 
former employees 
of Churchgate Hotel 
achieve redundancy 

THE administrators of Swallow 
Hotels Limited - owners of the 
Churchgate Hotel in Old Harlow - 
have pledged to do all they can to 
help workers achieve redundancy 
payments. 

The pledge follows a meeting 
between Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
and administrators Deloitte on 
Thursday. 

The hotel in Churchgate Street 
closed last month leaving some 
employees without a job and 
without a place to live. 

Mr Halfon had previously met 
with the chairman of Deloitte 
David Cruickshank at the 
Conservative Party Conference in 
Birmingham earlier this month. 

On Thursday, Mr Halfon said: “I 
had a further meeting today with a 
senior partner [Nick Edwards] for 
over an hour to discuss what had 
happened. 

“Clearly the company who owned 
the hotel was in serious financial 
trouble and had been in 
administration for over five years.” 

Mr Halfon was told that the hotel 
had made a loss of £600,000 in the 
past few years. 

He added: “The company that 
was running the hotel was wound 
up with a court order two days 
after its closure. 

“Mr Edwards apologised to me 
for the confusion and unease felt 
by hard working and loyal staff in 
terms of the consultation about 
what was going to happen. 

“He also said that they would 
review their decision about why 
they had not let me, as MP, sit with 
the employees during the 
announcement of redundancy 
terms. 

“Deloitte also has pledged to me 
that they will do everything to 
help workers achieve proper salary 
and redundancy payments. 

“I would urge any employee who 
is continuing to have problems to 
get in contact with me.” 

After the hotel closed, Ian Ward, 
44, who has worked at the hotel for 
five years and lived on the 
premises for four, said some 
members of staff had nowhere to 

go- 

Mr Ward added: “Some 
employees have worked here 20 
years. 

“A lot of us now have no work and 
nowhere to live right now.”

WILLIAM Hague has promised to raise the 
issue of illegal Traveller encampments in 
Harlow with the Home Secretary after MP 
Robert Halfon raised the issue in the House 
of Commons. 

Mr Halfon said in Parliament on Thursday: 
“May we have an urgent debate and a state¬ 
ment about the application of existing laws 
on illegal Traveller encampments? 

“Harlow has been under siege with illegal 
encampments all over the town during the 
past year resulting in clean-up costs to 
Harlow taxpayers of £41,000. 

“More than 1,700 residents have signed my 
petition calling for action. Will my right hon¬ 
ourable friend urge the Home Secretary to 
contact the Chief Constable of Essex and ask 
for a zero-tolerance approach to help to put 
an end to this intolerable situation?” 

Mr Hague, leader of the House of Commons, 
said: “This is a serious issue, and not only in 
my honourable friend’s constituency. 

“Operational decisions on the use of police 
powers are, of course, a matter for chief con¬ 
stables, as must be the case, but I will bring 
the issues he raises to the attention of my 
right honourable friend the Home Secretary. 

“My honourable friend and others might 
also want to send representations to the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government because it is consulting on a 
series of changes to planning policy for 
Traveller sites, including with regard to unau¬ 
thorised development.” 

Mr Halfon said after: “Harlow has been 
under siege for the last year and as I am, resi¬ 
dents are angry as we believe that more could 
be done by authorities. 

“That is why I am continuing to press this 
issue in Parliament, and have got a commit¬ 
ment from William Hague to speak to the 
Home Secretary about this issue. So far 1,700 
Harlow residents have signed my petition. As 
soon as it reaches 3,000 I will be presenting it

to both the Police and Parliament.” 

Leader of Harlow Council, Jon Clempner 
said people in Harlow were “very angry” 
about the illegal encampments.

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Epilepsy campaigner 
joins awareness day 


AN epilepsy campaigner, whose sister died of 
the condition, has welcomed the launch of an 
epilepsy group’s new awareness day. 

Nicki Walker, 47, of Longbanks, has been 
raising funds for research into sudden 
unexpected death in epilepsy (SUDEP) through 
the charity SUDEP Action since her sister’s 
death. 

Tania Knight, Nicki’s sister, died in 2003 at the 
age of 37. 

The awareness day, which is today (Thursday, 
October 23) is part of the charity’s Call for 
Openness campaign. 

Nicki said: “I was not aware that SUDEP 
existed so I am delighted that the charity has 
launched their awareness day. 

“It is important that people with epilepsy are 
well informed about the risks associated with 
the condition and what they can do to stay safe.” 

The Call for Openness campaign encourages 
people with epilepsy to be open about their 
condition, report seizures accurately and to take 
their medications regularly and as prescribed. 

The campaign also urges doctors and nurses 
to talk about risk, including the risk of SUDEP, 
on or soon after diagnosis. 

Karen Osland, acting chief executive for 
SUDEP Action, said: “Most people with epilepsy 
will live long and healthy lives, but we feel it is 
important that those who are at risk, however 
small that risk may be, are given the 
opportunity to make the right lifestyle choices. 

“There are positive steps that can be taken to 
reduce risk and it can be empowering for people 
to be involved in managing what is known to be 
a difficult condition.”

Primary school to double 
in size to meet demand

THE headteacher of Holy 
Cross Catholic Primary 
Academy says plans to expand 
the school will help fulfil a 
need for primary school plac¬ 
es in the community. 

Sue McGuiggan explained 
that the school would be work¬ 
ing hard to retain its “family 
feeling” as it expands to acco¬ 
modate seven additional 
classrooms and a group class¬ 
room, which will cater for an 
additional 210 pupils. 

Two other schools, 

Longwood Primary and The 
Downs Primary, are also look¬ 
ing to expand in a bid to fulfil 
the growing need for places in 
Harlow. 

“There is a real shortage of 
[primary school] spaces in 
Harlow,” Ms McGuiggan said. 

“Here at Holy Cross, we are 
oversubscribed year on year 
for the past six years.” 

Chair of Governors Nigel 
Long said: “By providing more 
places for Catholic children, 
we are also freeing places in 
other schools to take on non¬ 
faith children.” 

Live birth data from Essex 
County Council and baptism 
data from the diocese was used to see if there 
was a need to provide additional spaces and jus¬ 
tify expansion of the Traceys Road school. 

Ms McGuiggan explained: “With the expan¬ 
sion, we will be able to offer more places to those 
who require it. It will mean we will not have such 
very long waiting lists. 

“We have always prided ourselves on knowing 
the children well, and being a small, family, 
community-led school. 

“We won’t lose that with the expansion; the 
governors, staff and I are committed to ensuring 
we do not lose that. We are still going to be a fam-

ily school.” 

Both Mr Long and Ms McGuiggan said the 
majority of parents were thrilled about the plans. 

Building has already started on site and the 
expansion should be finished by the end of July 
2015, ready for the new school year. 

The school, which recently introduced a second 
reception and Year 1 class, will have a second 
class for Years 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6. 

Certain issues like parking were given special 
consideration by the school. 

Ms McGuiggan said: “Parking was always a con¬ 
cern. Prior to planning we drew up a detailed 


travel plan which highlighted ways we could alle¬ 
viate problems that may arise from parking. 

“We recently had an external car park built on 
diocesan land which the school and church use. 

“We also negotiated with Harlow Council for 
parents to be able to park in Nicholls Field which 
is a five minute walk through a cycle path. 

“We have organised a walking bus to and from 
Nicholls Field for the children to get to school 
safely which has had a lot of support from par¬ 
ents.” 

She added: “The children are very excited about 
the future. We all are.”

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LIKE most women I like to shop. And 
while I could quite happily spend my 
Saturdays weaving in and out of the 
shops at Lakeside or Westfield, in these 
belt-tightening times I do not have the 
funds to sustain such a cash-consuming 
habit. 

So while we would all love a wardrobe 
to rival Cara Delevingne’s, the reality is 
that for most of us spending our 
weekend spending is just not possible 
when we’re trying to keep control over 
the purse strings. 

Which is why recently I found myself 
faced with a dilemma. Over the past 
year I’ve lost a considerable amount of 
weight (think two stone and three dress 
sizes). And while that is not a bad 
problem to have, when it came to 
choosing what to wear each morning I 
was faced with a rail of clothes that were 
now all too big. 

Most women will find their weight will 
fluctuate over the years, with jeans that 
fit perfectly last month now a bit of a 
squeeze or tops that once pulled in all 
the wrong places suddenly gaping at the 
seams. But I was seriously in danger of 
looking like a small child playing dress 
up in her mother’s closet - certainly not 
a good look when I’m expected to be 
smart and presentable for my job.

And the thought of 
spending hours rummaging through the 
rails in the vain hope of discovering a 
genuine vintage gem seemed like far too 
much hard work. 

And anyway, charity shops are just full 
of Aunty Mildred’s musty old cast-offs, 
right? Surely there would be nothing in 
there to interest anyone my age? 

St Clare has seven shops across the 
Hospice’s catchment area of West Essex 
and East Herts border and it is about to 
open its eighth in Loughton. Whenever I 
have had to visit them for work they are 
always bustling with people of all ages 
looking for a bargain. 


My month spent as a dedicated 
follower of (charity shop) fashion 


When St Clare Hospice communications and marketing manager Eleanor 
Scotchbrook found herself in need of a new wardrobe, she set herself a 
challenge to find a different piece of clothing or an accessory that had been 
donated to it’s charity shops and which she could wear during the 31 days 
of August. The results surprisedher... and they may surprise you, too. 


So as August 1 approached, I couldn’t 
wait to start my #secondhandstyle 
challenge and show off some of the 
amazing things I had found, posting 
selfie-style photos each day on Twitter 
and Instagram and a weekly wardrobe 



Our Harlow shop, just behind 
The Range off Edinburgh Way, 
quite often has a queue of 
shoppers waiting for the doors to 
open, while tickets for our special 
preview evenings at our Epping 
outlet and Scarlet designer shop in 
Buckhurst Hill sell out within days. 

So had I been missing a trick? 
Was I too quick to dismiss 
charity shopping as a potential 
source of wonderful and 
affordable fashion, a place 
where I could find good 
quality clothing at a more 
purse-friendly price? 

Because to be honest, 
once it’s been through the 
washing machine who \ 
can really tell where you’ve 
bought it? 

A big part of my job is to 
raise awareness of the 
services St Clare provides to 
people who have a life- 
limiting illness and their 
families. All of our services 
are free of charge to those 
who need them but not 
everyone realises that we are a 
charity and only 30 per cent of 
our £3.2million annual running 
costs are funded by the NHS. 

That means that for every £1 we 
spend on providing the very best 
end of life care and emotional and

practical 
support to 
our patients 
and their loved 
ones, we need to 
raise 70p through 
voluntary 
income. Hospice 
shops play a vital 
part in generating 
the income we 
need each and 
every year to 
continue being there 
for local people. 

So at the start of the 
summer I hit upon an 
idea that would not 
only raise the profile of 
our shops - and 
hopefully encourage 
people to take a look for 
themselves - but also solve 


my own sartorial slump. Could I find 
something to wear every day for the 
month of August that had been donated 
to the hospice? 

I have to confess that when I first 
mooted the idea to my manager it did 
cross my mind that an entire month may 
have been a bit ambitious. In no way do I 
consider myself to be a trendsetter or 
particularly fashion forward. In fact I’d 
say my style is fairly conservative, but I 
do know what suits me and my body 
shape. And I wanted the challenge to be 
as authentic as possible, which meant 
finding clothing and accessories that I 
would genuinely pick off the shelf and 
buy from any other high street shop. 

So one afternoon I took myself off to 
the shop in Dunmow. If I had been 
doubtful at first that I would find 
enough things to last for a week let alone 
a month I really needn’t have worried. I 
left that shop with an armful of things (a 
brand new Topshop skirt still with the 
tags for £6 being just one of many 
highlights). 

Subsequent trips to our shops in 
Saffron Walden, Epping, Debden and 
Buckhurst Hill proved just as fruitful 
and in the end I ended up with more 
items than days in August to wear them 
all.

£15, a Levi denim jacket (also £15), a new 
with tags River Island dress for £7 and a 
vintage Longchamp leather bag.

On the first day I wore a striped 
summer dress I’d picked up for £6 from 
the Epping shop and had barely got 
through the hospice doors when 
someone commented on how nice it 
was. When I explained that it was from 
one of our shops she was genuinely 
taken aback. 

That actual dress was later passed onto 
a friend who took it to wear on holiday in 
Mexico. Similarly, someone else offered 
to buy off me a faux leather bomber 
jacket that I’d found in Saffron Walden 
after seeing my selfie on Facebook. 

As the month unfolded I was surprised 
and delighted by the response to my 
challenge and it was wonderful to watch 
attitudes changing towards charity 
shopping, much like my own had. 

From hospice supporters on Facebook 
to the girls in my bootcamp class, people 
genuinely couldn’t believe what I had 
managed to find. I was also thrilled to 
get a ‘like’ all the way from America 
when I wore a Mad Men- style St 
Michael’s pleated skirt which I had seen 
in Debden and bought for £4 because it 
reminded me of my Nan who used to 
work at Marks & Spencer. Probably at 
least 20 years old, I paired it with a 
simple black vest and smart black heels, 
bringing it bang up to date. 

In addition to all the lovely comments 
and compliments about my outfits, it 
was also wonderful to hear people say 
the challenge had inspired them to 
check out the St Clare shops to see what 
they could find. 

My #secondhandstyle challenge has 
been a truly eye-opening experience. It 
has shown me how much fun you can 
have with pre-loved fashion, and, with a 
bit of imagination, how you can give 
something once consigned to the 
bottom of a drawer a new lease of life. 

Wear it with something already in your 
wardrobe and people will honestly never 
guess it was once owned by someone 
else. The fact you’re also supporting a 
local charity providing such incredible 
care to people in your community while 
saving yourself a few quid, not to 
mention helping to save the planet by 
avoiding sending unwanted textiles to 
landfill, is even more satisfying.

Hatfield Forest 
near Bishop's Stortford 

Hatfield Forest provides the perfect 
opportunity for visitors to enjoy scenic 
walks in traditional woodland that is 
home to more than 3,500 different 
species. Popular are the tree and forest 
walks which will see you around in just 
under two hours each. 

Danbury Country Park 
Woodhill Road, Danbury

Thorndon Country Parks,

Formerly 
farmland, it is now a mixture of 
wetland, open grassland and wooded 
areas with paths connecting them all 
and a visitors centre with cafe. 


Belfairs Woodland Centre 
Eastwood Road North, Leigh on 
Sea 

Much of the site's woodland is 
officially 'ancient woodland' some is 
more than 1,000 years old, making 
it the earliest woodland recorded in 
Essex. They are home to a number 
of historic landscape features 
and a wide variety of flora and 
fauna, including several nationally- 
threatened species. The Dormouse, 
Heath Fritillary butterfly and Song 
Thrush are key species here, as is 
the unusual Wild Service tree - an 
important indicator of ancient 
woodland. 

High Woods Country Park 
Turner Road, Colchester 

The Country Park offers ample 
woodland, a lake and wildflower 
meadows for visitors to enjoy 
all year round.

How Hugh's seen the light after health scare 


A FEW years ago, Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall 
was startled to learn he had high cholesterol. A 
lover of home-grown veg, who has always eaten 
salads and fruit, the 49-year-old admits the 
diagnosis took him by surprise. 

"I thought I was basically very healthy," he says 
"I felt more or less pretty good most of the time, 
but then I stopped and thought I do 
slap the butter on a bit too 
much on my toast and if 
the cheese is out at the 
end of a meal and I've 
got a glass of wine 
on the go, I do go 
back for a bit more." 

Although both 
toast and cheese are 
admittedly pleasant, 
the TV chef and 
food writer - who 
lives in Devon with his 
wife Marie and their 
four children - has been 
conscientiously 
shifting towards 
recipes that 
don't rely 



CREAMY ROASTED TOMATO SOUP 
(serves 4) 

1.2kg tomatoes (the riper the better) 
4-5 garlic cloves, chopped 
3tbsp rapeseed or sunflower oil 
75g cashew nuts, plus a few extra, 
to finish (optional) 

200ml light vegetable stock or 
water 

Pinch of sugar (optional) 

Sea salt and freshly ground black 

pepper 

To finish: 

Extra virgin hempseed or rapeseed 
oil 

A dusting of paprika (optional) 


Preheat the oven to 180C/gas 
mark 4. Cut the tomatoes in half 
and put them in a large roasting 
tray (they should fit fairly 
snugly). Scatter over the 
chopped garlic, trickle over the 
oil and season generously with 
salt and pepper. Roast for 25 
minutes, then scatter the 
cashews over the tomatoes. 
Return to the oven for a further 
20 minutes until the tomatoes 
are soft and pulpy and perhaps a 
little charred in places. 

Scrape the tomatoes, cashews 
and all the garlicky pan juices 
into a blender. Add the stock or 
water and blitz to a puree. Pass 


this through a sieve which will 
remove any pips or stubborn bits 
of tomato skin. 

When you’re ready to serve, 
reheat gently. You can add a 
little water if the soup seems 
very thick or the flavour is too 
intense. Season with more salt 
and pepper if needed and add a 
pinch of sugar if you think the 
tomatoey acidity needs 
tempering slightly. 

Ladle into warmed bowls and 
finish with a swirl of extra virgin 
oil, plus a few chopped cashews 
and a dusting of paprika if you 
like, and a generous sprinkling of 
pepper. 



written up his findings in his new book, 
River Cottage Light & Easy. 

These days he eats dairy and 
wheat but doesn't rely 
on them as "go to" 
ingredients, although 
he does make some 
exceptions... 

"When my 
wife has made

At home both he and his wife share the dinner 
duties, but when Marie's at the cooking coalface, 
Hugh knows to make himself scarce. 

"If my wife's cooking it's probably best to let 
her get on with it because I do have a terrible 
tendency to butt in and interfere," he admits. 
"Even if I'm looking at her while she's cooking, 
she can find that a bit annoying, so I'll go and do 
some gardening." 

The family are often treated to home-cooked 
meals prepared by the eldest children too, 
something which clearly fills the chef with pride. 

"I've got much better at making a bit of room, 
not just for my wife but for my elder kids Chloe, 
who's 18, and Oscar, who's 15," he explains. 
"They're both keen cooks and are more than 
capable of putting together a family meal. So 
sometimes we can both take an evening off, relax 
in the garden and take the dog for a walk, and 
come back and find a pretty delicious supper on 


the table. 

"I do think that all kids have a natural curiosity 
about food and a natural inclination to get 
involved in the kitchen," he says. 

He concedes that involving the kids isn't easy 
for everyone, especially with time and space 
constraints, but adds: "If you nurture that 
curiosity and give a little bit of independence in 
the kitchen, you do them the most fantastic life 
service." 

Freddy, 11, and four-year-old Louisa are too 
young to be whipping up meals like their older 
siblings, but Hugh, who also cooked from a 
young age, is keen that "whatever trials and 
tribulations lie ahead, all his children leave home 
knowing how to cook for themselves. 

"It's not just about your health," he says, "it's 
about your wellbeing and sense of self respect. 

I think that counts for a huge amount .It's [that 
sense of] 'I can cook for myself, I can look after 
myself'.''

Brutal, mud-spattered 
final weeks of the war 


AT a critical juncture in David Ayer's 
wartime thriller, Brad Pitt's grizzled tank 
commander turns to an inexperienced 
new recruit and sounds the death knell 
on morality and diplomacy in a time of 
conflict. 

"Ideals are peaceful, history's violent,'' 
he growls with an icy glare. 

Those words resonate throughout 
Fury, a brutal, mud-spattered tour 
of duty during the final weeks of the 
Second World War, as seen through the 
gun sights of an M4 Sherman tank crew 
on a collision course with Hitler's troops. 

The film opens with Pitt's inspirational 
leader stabbing an unsuspecting 
German officer in the eye and Ayer 
repeatedly sates a thirst for close-up 
gore with expertly choreographed battle 
sequences and hand-to-hand combat 
between ground troops. 


The bloodbath temporarily abates 
for brotherly banter inside the 
claustrophobic tank, but the air is always 
chokingly thick with impending doom. 

Eight weeks after he enrolls in the US 
Army as a clerk typist, Norman Ellison 
(Logan Lerman) is assigned the position 
of assistant driver in a tank christened 
Fury under the command of Sergeant 
Don 'Wardaddy' Collier (Brad Pitt). 

This battle-weary veteran began the 
war in Africa and moved to Europe, 
killing numerous Germans along the way 
in the name of freedom. 

Aided by the rest of his crew, Boyd 
Swan (Shia LaBeouf), Trini Garcia 
(Michael Pena) and Grady Travis (Jon 
Bernthal), Collier gives Norman an 
initiation he will never forget on a series 
of missions led by Captain Waggoner 
(Jason Isaacs) and Lieutenant Parker 


(Xavier Samuel). 

Three other tanks commanded by 
Sergeant Binkowski (Jim Parrack), 
Sergeant Davis (Brad William Henke) 
and Sergeant Peterson (Kevin Vance) 
flank Fury as US soldiers push on 
towards Berlin. 

"It will end soon,” Collier assures 
Norman, "but before it does, a lot more 
people gotta die.'' 

Fury paints a familiar picture of the 
hell of war, directed with testosterone- 
fuelled swagger by Ayer, who previously 
helmed the bombastic police thrillers 
End Of Day and Sabotage. 

His script is studded with polished 
dialogue that doesn't quite ring true, like 
when Collier berates thuggish Grady, 
"You're an animal. All you understand is 
fist and boot.'' 

Or when Collier encourages Norman 


to sow his seeds with a pretty young 
German (Alicia von Rittberg) by purring, 
"She's a good clean girl. If you don't 
take her into that bedroom, I will''. 

Pitt leads the cast with a strong 
performance as a battle-weary 
commander, who holds back a tide of 
anguish and uncertainty until he is alone 
and can allow the sobs to shake his 
scarred body. 

Lerman is equally compelling as a 
naive whelp, who develops a taste for 
killing Nazis. 

Ayer obliges him with an astronomical 
body count and foreign fields slathered 
as far as the eye can see in mud, freshly 
spilt blood and the bodies of the fallen.

I NTERNAL plantation 
shutters seem to be 
everywhere I look at the 
moment. Design magazines 
and home improvement TV 
programmes are inundated 
with them and it seems our 
appreciation of this ‘new 
look’ for our windows shows 
no signs of diminishing. 

Curtains and blinds are 
taking a back seat as this 
emerging trend suits a more 
simplistic and clinical 
approach to interior design. 

I’m as guilty as the next 
person of a penchant for this 
modern alternative and 
recently spent a ridiculously 
disproportionate amount of 
time deciding on window 
dressing for a small 
bathroom. 

I wanted shutters but my 
other half unnerved me with 
suggestions of wood and 
moisture not working in 
harmony and tried to 
persuade me we’d be looking 
at warped, mould-ridden 
panels in no time instead of 
the sleek, contemporary look 
I was after. 

I got three estimates and 
each company said the same. 
Shutters are perfectly fine in 
a bathroom or even a wet 
room as long as you opt for 
the correct ones. 

Shutters can be solid panel 
or louvered. The solid ones 
are easier to wipe free of 
splashes but exclude natural 
light when closed. Louvered 
shutters with a solid panel at 
the base of each window 
allow for natural light and 
ventilation at the top. You can 
now also get vinyl shutters 
which are resistant to both 
water and steam. 

If you’re thinking of 
installing them, the aesthetics 
aren’t the only plus point. 
Shutters allow the ventilation 
to keep a room cool during 
high temperatures but 
increase thermal insulation of 
windows and are becoming 
standard specification for 
‘green’ homes where energy 
efficiency is a priority. 

They are more hygienic than 
traditional curtains or fabric 
blinds, too, with their simple 
wipe-clean maintenance and 
shouldn’t require repainting 
or repairing.

A T the risk of stating the

IT wasn’t just his flipping 
fantastic goal celebration 
that had Hawks boss Danny 
Chapman purring after 
new signing junior 
Appiah’s two-goal show 
helped put Wroxham to the 
sword in Saturday’s FA 
Trophy tie. 

Appiah might have been 
frozen out by Ryman pre¬ 
mier club Billericay but the 
east Essex club’s loss is cer¬ 
tainly a massive gain for 
Harlow Town. 

Chapman said: “Junior 
[Appiah] is very similar to 
Junior Dadson and in the 
last couple of weeks we have 
lacked that pace. That’s 
what Junior brings - and he 
will get goals. 

“Dadson got 27 goals last 
year and we are looking for 
the same return from 
[Appiah] as well. It didn’t 
work out for him at 
Billericay.” 

The breakthrough came 
on 16 minutes. Shane 
Stamp’s left-wing cross was 
flicked on by Billy Jones, 
leading the line in the 
absence of the injured Alex 
Read, and Appiah stabbed it 
over the line from point- 
blank range. 

Harlow doubled their lead 
when Dave Cowley chipped 
an exquisite ball through to 
Appiah and he ran to the 
edge of the six-yard box and 
dinked the ball around 
Wroxham keeper Elliot 
Pride and into the bottom 
left corner on 24 minutes. 

Harlow added a third goal 
four minutes before half¬ 
time to put this match to 
bed. Left-back Layne Eadie 
followed up a Harlow attack 
well and smashed a shot 
from six yards into the roof 
of the net. 

The game reignited on the 
hour as three goals were 
scored in three minutes. 

On 62 minutes, Wroxham 
pulled a goal back out of the 
blue. Striker Nathan Stone 


was given far too much time 
and space and he made 
Harlow pay as he unleashed 
a piledriver of a strike which 
flew from 22 yards out into 
the right side of the net, giv¬ 
ing Hawks keeper Ed 
Thompson no chance. 

But the hosts responded in 
less than a minute when the 
impressive Cowley chipped 
a free-kick into the top left 
corner. 

The third goal, and 
Harlow’s fifth of the after¬ 
noon, came on 64 minutes 
when Wroxham gave 
Harlow substitute Jarod 
Small all the space he need¬ 


ed as he picked it up on the 
left side and curled a 
delightful chip into the top 
right corner. 

A fracas involving about 
15 players saw Wroxham 
players clash with some of 
the home fans behind the 
visitors’ goal near the 
70-minute mark. But the 
referee defused this well. 

Appiah was denied his 
hat-trick on 75 minutes 
when Pride raced out of his 
six-yard box and did well to 
block his shot. 

Wroxham pulled another 
goal back on 81 minutes. 

Thompson raced out of his 


goal but Stone cleverly 
played it across to the far 
right post and Remy Gordon 
passed it over the line. 

Chapman added: “I 
thought today we had one of 
our better defensive perfor¬ 
mances.
